GIs Killed 


SAIGON (UPI) - T h e U.S. 
Command said a g iant U.S. 
Army helicopter crashed in 
the Mekong Delta 35 miles 
sou thwest of Saig on today in 
what appeared to be the dy ­ 
ing day s of the Vietnam War, 
killing at least nine Ameri­ 
cans. Military sou rces said 
the death toll cou ld g o as 
hig h as 27. 
The crash which cou ld hav e 
been cau sed by Commu nist 
g rou ndiire 
cam e

fig hting spread throu g h Laos, 
Cambodia and Sou th Vietnam. 
Gov ernment troops in the Sai­

U. S. Seeks Continued 
Military Church Rule 


WASHINGTON (UPl)-The 
Justice Department wants the 
Supreme Court to overturn a 
lower court ruling that would 
force the armed services aca­ 
demies 
to 
give 
up 
their 
150-year-old tradition of com­ 
pulsory chapel attendance. 
Solicitor General Erwin N. 
Griswold told the Supreme 
Court this week that compulso­ 
ry religious services are a 
necessary ingredient of offi­ 
cer training. He argued the 
p r a c t i c e 
restricts 
con­ 
stitutionally protected rights 
“ only to the extent necessary 
to vindicate legitimate miltia- 
ry need.” 
The court has recognized in 
past opinions, Griswold said, 
that overriding demands of 
discipline and duty mean the 
; “ scope of 
a 
serviceman’s 
I First Amendment freedoms of 
speech and expression are not 
j the same as those in civilian 
life.” 
R ecently the U.S. Court of 
Appeals ruled 2-1 that com- 
puisory attendance at Sunday 
i services at the U.S. Military 
Academy, the Naval Acade­ 
my and the Air Force Acade­ 
my violated the constitutional 
ban on “ an establishment of 
religion.” 


The lawsuit was initiated by 
two West Point cadets and 
nine midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy under the sponsor­ 
ship of the American Civil Li­ 
berties Union. The R ev. R ob­ 
ert F. Drinan, a Democratic 
congressman from Massachu­ 
setts, was listed as “ next 
friend” of the plaintiffs. 


U.S. District Court decided 
against the cadets and mid* 
shipmen on grounds that “ no 
cadet or midshipman is re- 
cj'iired to believe what he 
hears,” but the plaintiffs then 
received a favorable ruling in 
the appeals court. 


The Supreme Court will de­ 
cide whether it wants to hear 
the suit after the ACLU res­ 
ponds 
to 
Griswold’s 
argu­ 
ments. 
While 
the case 
is 
being decided, the compulsory 
attendance rules remain in ef­ 
fect. 


Griswold 
contended 
the 
primary effect of the regula­ 
tion is to produce better mi­ 
litary officers—“ men with an 
understanding of, and respect 
tor, our Judaeo-Christian heri­ 
tage, and a capacity to res­ 
pond to the religious needs 
and motivations of the men 
they command.”

Freedom of Press 
Violated by Order 


Judge Richard Garner of the West Valley Superior 
Court ruled Tuesday that the press was not to use 
the names of Chino prison inmates who testify in 
the upcoming trial of two prisoners* charged with 
the murder of another inmate. 


The judge invoked the order at the request of the 
prosecuting deputy district attorney who said that 
the lives of inmates who testified would be in jeo­ 
pardy if they were printed in the newspaper. 


Judge Gamer’s decision is the most recent in a 
long list of judicial decrees designed to gag the 
press. This infringes on the freedom ei the press as 
guaranteed by the Constitution and on the right of a 
free society to know. 


We disagree with Judge Garner’s order although 
we recognize his right to make that decision. VVe 
cannot believe, however, that Judge Gamer is naive 
enough to believe that his order will prevent the 
disclosure via the grapevine of the names of in­ 
mates who testify for the prosecution. 


We do not believe that the trial in question is of 
such compelling public interest that the withholding 
of the names of witnesses will make the stoiy any 
less significant. We disagree with the principle. 


Although we believe Judge Garner to be wrong, 
we will respect his order. It would be easy to dis­ 
regard his order, but the management of this news­ 
paper does not believe that another wrong would 
correct the first. Judge Garner’s decision is sure to 
oe appealed to a higher court. We believe he will be 
reversed.

With political observers predicting a high percen­ 
tage of non-voters November 7 among the millions 
of newly enfranchised 18-20-year-olds, the other as­ 
pects of legislation creating “ instant adulthood’’ for 
the young are more and more being emphasized. 
UC Extension Specialist Barbara Gunn, Ph.D., 
has listed some of the more interesting and socially 
and economically significant ones that will affect 
the 1,130,000 in California. For example: 
Eighteen-year-olds still can’t legally purchase or 
consume alcoholic beverages, but they can get mar­ 
ried without parental consent. 
Parents are no longer responsible for their debts. 
Nor for their auto accident costs. 
Unless future court decisions rule otherwise, the 
new young adults may bet at. California race tracks; 
cualify for welfare and food stamps on their own; 
come to this state and hi one year be exempt from 
out-of-state tuition fees at state colleges and univer­ 
sities. 
Quite a few of these young people already have 
demonstrated that they are eligible to — and can — 
be elected to city councils and school boards. But 
they also are responsible now for jury duty. 
Obviously it's not only the young who are affected 
by the new law, Dr. Gunn points out. Parents and 
the many institutions which serve them are, too. 
This new development in our civic life will, to say 
the least, be most interesting to watch.

The speaker was a top-level 
career official of the FBI. He 
was telling how FBI people 
feel about their acting chief, 
L. Patrick Gray IIL 
The jame answer came 
from the lower end of the 
FBI scale —special agents in 
f i e l d offices 
around the 
country. 
It afppears that balding, 
56-year-old Pat Gray has ach­ 
ieved within six months the 
respect and support of a tig­ 
htly knit outfit that was not 
prepared to like any outsider 
who tried to step into J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover’s shoes. 
When Hoover died last May 
2. 
President Nixon tapped 
Gray, a former Navy captain 
thep serving as assistant at­ 
torney general, to take over 
the FBI directorship in an 
“ acting” capacity. 
That meant the appoint­ 
ment was temporary, and it 
was up to Gray to convince 
the President —and the FBI, 
Congress and 
the 
country 
—that he was the man for the 
job. 
He’s survived the try-out 
period so well there’s little 
doubt his nomination as FBI 
director will be sent to the 
Senate for confirmation 
if 
President Nixon is re-elected 
.Nov. 7. 
“ We think he’ll make a 
good director,” said the top- 
level career man. “ We’ve all 
been watching him very 
closely, and he has integrity 
and character. Moreover, he’s 
fair and humane in his treat­ 
ment of people under him.” 
Unhappily, that wasn’t al­ 
ways true of the revered J. 
Edgar Hoover in the latter 
days of his 50-years’ sendee 
as FBI chief. As he grew ol­ 
der. Hoover tended to become 
capricious 
in 
wielding 
his 
vast authority, especially in 
matters of internal FBI dis­ 
cipline. 
Without making much fuss 
about it, Gray has quietly re­ 
laxed some restrictions on 
their private lives that FBI 
men 
found 
irksome under 
Hoover. He lets them wear 
colored shirts, wide ties, knit 
shirts, and even well-barbered 
mustaches and sideburns, all 
of which were anathema to 
Hoover. 
i 
He also has opened the FBI 
to women (two graduated just 
last week from 
the 
FBI 
academy) and is actively re­ 
cruiting more agents from ra­ 
cial minority groups hitherto 
little represented on the ros­ 
ter. 
Gray has proved he can 
and will crack down when 
necessary, three 
agents-in- 
charge — the FBI term for 
men who head field offices 
— h a v e 
been 
given 
dis­ 
ciplinary transfers to less im­ 
portant posts for failing to 
take seriously what the new 
boss told them to do. 
My own sampling of FBI 
sentiment revealed both of 
these actions were widely ap- 
p r o v e d 
by 
rank-and-file 
agents w*ho felt the men con­ 
cerned had attained “ sacred 
cow” status as personal fav­ 
orites under Hoover.

M o r a l e has improved 
greatly throughout the FBI,” 
said 
one informant. 
“ You 
have to give Mr. Gray a lot 
of credit for that.”

JACK ANDERSON 
Controversial Drug Studies 
Kept Under Tight HEW Wraps 


WASHINGTON 
- 
The 
Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare Department has sup­ 
p r e s s e d two controversial 
drug 
studies, 
whose 
con­ 
clusions fly in the face of 
President Nixon’s war on nar­ 
cotics. 
One startling study, called 
“ Drug Use and the Youth 
Culture,” declares boldly that 
young people use psychedelic 
drugs for “a highly moral, 
productive and personally ful­ 
filling” purpose. It suggests 
that strict law enforcement is 
also driving young people “ to 
the left in politics.” 
The other report, a more 
exhaustive, three-volume stu­ 
dy entitled “ Evaluation 
of 
Drug Education Programs,” 
calls the government’s drug 
education efforts misdirected 
and not helpful. 
* 
H E W 
Secretary 
Elliott 
Richardson took the unusual 
step of locking up the three 
volumes in his office, say in­ 
siders, after he was tipped off 
that “ Jack Anderson is trying 
to get the report.” Sources 
who have read the study say 
it is bitingly critical of the 
government’s drug education 
programs. 
Richardson neglected, how­ 
ever, to lock up the second 
report, which is equally criti­ 
cal. The study is based on ex- 
h a u s t i v e interviews with 
voupg drug users, conducted 
by social service workers who 
were carefully selected for 
“ their ability to create tmst 
and rapport with ding users.” 
More than 150 interviews 
were held at Berkeley, Calif.; 
Manhattan, Kans.; Sante Fe, 
N.M.: New Haven, Conn.. and 
Washington, D.C. Here are 
the highlights from the 10- 
chapter report: 


Drugs Helpful? 
—“ The primary conclusions 
which our accounts support is 


that the search which young 
people pursue with psychedel­ 
ic drugs can be a highly mor­ 
al, productive and personally 
fulfilling one! The use of 
drugs may be dangerous, and 
eventually self - limiting, but 
at worst drug use may be the 
wrong thing done for the right 
reasons.” 
—“ There is a significant 
contradiction between young 
peoples’ experiences wi t h 
drugs, which have been large­ 
ly pleasant, helpful and mea­ 
ningful, and the government’s 
point of view that all or most 
drug use is bad and dang­ 
erous. This comradtiction, and 
t h e government’s position, 
ha v e had destructive con­ 
sequences for vouth.” 
— “ Drug laws and their en­ 
forcement seem to have no 
effect in deterring the young 
people we interviewed from 
illegal drug use. The reasons 
mainly stem from their com­ 
mon perceptions that drug 
use is not. or should not be, a 
criminal act because every­ 
body does it, and because 
things done to oneself are 
constitutionally protected . . . 
Our evidence suggests that 
enforcement officials h a v e 
greatly exaggerated the need 
for 
enforcement 
of dr ug 
laws. . . ” 
—“ (Young people) see en­ 
forcement as selective en­ 
forcement against them and 
their preferences. Arrest and 
prosecution . . . create a fear 
and distrust in the youth com­ 
munity, which seems to lead 
to stronger bonds among indi­ 
viduals, as they unite against 
what they feel is a shared in­ 
justice. This is offered by 
many subjects to account for 
their shift to the left in polit­ 
ics after drug use.”

WASHINGTON - There is 
going to be peace in Vietnam 
— maybe not next week but 
within" a short thne. The 
ag reemen t, however, may be 
signed soon, as a final settle­ 
ment is worked out which is 
acceptable to North and South 
Vietnam and arrangements 
are made with the govern­ 
ments which will participate 
in supervising the cease-fire 
and the elections which are to 
follow. 
Out of the White House it­ 
self came a transcript of se­ 
ven pages of single-spaced 
typewritten text covering the 
statement to the press on 
Thursday by Dr. Henry Kissi­ 
nger. Assistant to the Presi­ 
dent for National Security Af­ 
fairs. He outlined in great de­ 
tail 
the 
long 
negotiations 
which he has been helping to 
bring a successful close. He 
said: 
“ We believe that peace is at 
hand. We believe that an 
agreement is within sight . . . 
Separate the Issues 
“ We have taken the view, 
from 
the 
earliest 
private 
meetings on, that rapid prog­ 
ress could be made only if 
the political and military is­ 
sues were separated: that is 
to say, if the North Vietna­ 
mese and we would negotiate 
about methods to end the war 
and if the political solution of 
the war were left to the 
Vietnamese parties to discuss 
among themselves.” 
The demand for a coalition 
government “which would ab­ 
sorb all existing authority” 
was dropped by North Viet­ 
nam earlier this month, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Kissinger. He 
commented that for the first 
time a formula which per­ 
mitted a simultaneous dis­ 
cussion of Laos and Cam­ 
bodia was included in the 
framework of the peace pro­ 
ject. He declared: 
“ I want to take this oppor­ 
tunity to point out that from 
that 
time 
on, 
the 
North 
Vietnamese negotiators 
be­ 
haved with good will and with 
great seriousness. And so did 
we. We have no complaint 
with the general description 
ot events as it was given by 
Radio Hanoi. However, there 
grew up the seeds of one par­ 
ticular misunderstanding. The 
North. Vietnamese negotiators 
made 
their 
proposal 
con­ 
ditional on the solution of the 
problem by October 3lst, and 
they constantly insisted that 
we give some commitment 
that we would settle the war 
and complete the negotiations 
by October 31st .. .

seemed highly theoretical, w 
make a. major effort to con. 
elude the negotiations by Oc­ 
tober 31st, and it is true that 
we did. from time to time, 
give schedules by which this 
might be accomplished.” 
Dr. Kissinger went on to 
say it was always clear to 
him — and he had sought to 
make it clear to the other 
side — that no agreement 
-could be signed by that dato 
if -any details remained unre­ 
solved, even though an effort 
would be made to conclude it 
by a certain time. He as­ 
serted it was always unders­ 
tood that anything negotiated 
would have to be discussed 
first in Washington and then 
m Saigon. He described the 
progress achieved thus far, 
and added: 
“ But I. want to stress that 
what remains to be done is 
the smallest part of what hat 
already been accomplished, 
and as charges and counter­ 
charges fill the air, we must 
remember that, having com« 
this far, we cannot fail and 
we will not fail over what still 
r e m a i n s 
to be accom­ 
plished . . . 
“ We believe, incidentally, 
what remains to be done can 
be settled in one more nego­ 
tiating session with the North 
Vietnamese negotiators las­ 
ting, I would think, no more 
than three or four days, so 
we are not talking of a delay 
of a very long period of 
time.” 
Dr. Kissinger reviewed a 
number of the provisions of 
the agreement. A cease-fire 
in place would be observed in 
South Vitnam at a time mu­ 
tually agreed upon. All U. S. 
forces would be withdrawn 
within 60 days after the sig­ 
ning of the agreement, and 
there would be a total prohi­ 
bition of the reinforcement of 
troops 
in 
South 
Vietnam. 
Existing military equipment 
in South Vietnam could be re­ 
placed only “ on a one-to-one 
basis by weapons of the same 
characteristics,” under inter­ 
national 
supervision. 
North 
Vietnam would make itself 
responsible for returning all 
prisoners as well as account­ 
ing for individuals missing in 
action throughout Indo-China. 
Details Left 
There are a number of de­ 
tails connected with the oper­ 
ation of the cease-fire and the 
supervision by neutral coun­ 
tries which have to be ar­ 
ranged before the treaty is ft* 
nally signed. Dr. Kissinger is

Th is payrus will self- 
destruct in 30 centuries.” 
I long for th e day wh en blond, brow-furrowed Jim of “ Mis­ 
sion Impossible” says “Th at’s impossible. Th e h ell ’with it.” 
But h e never does. He sends black, amiable Barney crawling 
th rough air-ccnditioning systems of th e dictator’s palace wh ile 
th e h ypertense blonde wi» h th e two-way radio on h er wrist 
invades th e super-electronic computer lab for th e radioactive 
formula th at will enslave th e world. Gosh . 
To return to real life, th e Islamic scrolls are some 2,000 
fragments of writing in Arabic, Greek, Coptic and priestly or 
“ common” scrip^on papyrus, an early form of paper. (We get 
our word papyrus from th e ancient word,“paper.” ) 
Th e works, known as th e Live Sea Scrolls, were collected by 
an Egyptian antique dealer wh o |e pt th em from auth orities by 
h iding th em in a ch icken coop in Cairo.

Q — Could you please explain the difference bet'ween pre- 
feiTcd and preference stock? — L. E. 
A — This distinction is largely a matter of semantics. Pre­ 
ferred stock is that class of stock wliich has preference over 
the common. Preference stock, cn the other hand, may include 
guaranteed, preferred or class “ A” stock. It is implied, usual­ 
ly in relation to dividends nnd-or bankruptcy, that these share­ 
holders are offered advantages not given to common sharehold­ 
ers. 
In order to ascertain the peculiar properties of a particular 
preferred or prefence stock the terms of the contract under 
which it was issued must be studied. For example. Champion 
International offers a $5.50 cumulative preferred and a $1.20 
convertible cumulative preference stock. The former has prefer­ 
ence over the latter, which in turn precedes the common, as 
to dividend payments. A similar treatment is accorded the 
shareholders in case of bankruptcy. The higher yielding 
straight preferred carries a UKB rating versus a BB rating for 
the convertible preference shares. The difference in rating re­ 
flects the seniot' standing of the $5.50 preferred rather than the 
difference in its title.

CHICAGO (UPI)—A feder­ 
al transportation official said 
Tuesday an investigation into 
Monday’s Illinois Central Gulf 
Railroad crash in which 44 
persons were killed will take 
a close look at the structural 
strength of modem double­ 
deck cars involved in the dis­ 
aster. 


John H. Reed, chairman of 
the National Transportation 


Safety Board, told a news 
conference all manpower and 
equipment factors would be 
investigated. He said, “ The 
new1* rail cars did not measure 
up to the old cars in their 
ability to withstand impact, 
from evidence at hand.” 


Reed said it was “ prema­ 
ture to assess any blame” for 
the collision, in which more 
than 320 persons were in­ 


jured. Transportation Secret­ 
ary John Volpe and* Henry 
Wakeland, director of the De­ 
partment of Transportation’s 
B u r e a u of Transportation 
Safety, also said the accident 
raised questions about the 
new cars. 


The modern cars are built 
by the St. Louis Car Co. divi­ 
sion of General Steel In­ 
dustries of St. Louis, Mo., 


who said the cars are made 
of a steel alloy called corten. 


The crash occurred at the 
height of the Tnoming rush 
hour about three miles from 
downtown Chicago when a 
six-car, old-style commuter 
train barreled into the rear 
car of a four-car, modem 
double-decker. The modem 
train had overshot its 27th 
Street station and was back­ 


ing up toward the platform 
when the collision occurred.

Gary Richardson, a USU food 
science expert, reported on 
natural and unnatural food 
additives at a session of the 
women's leadership workshop 
now underway on the Logan 
campus. 
Some additives are natural 
and some are created in the 
laboratory, 
Mrs. 
Bardwell 
said, “but actually, all addi­ 
tives, 
whether 
they 
come 
from 
foods or from 
other 
sources, are chemicals —as 
are the earth and all its in­ 
habitants.’’ 
Richardson said the artifi- 
c i a 1 .sweetener cyclamate, 
which was taken out of soft 
drinks after an outcry about a 
possible cancer threat, would 
only be a risk if someone 
drank 50 gallons of soda pop 
in one day. 
“Certainly there is no such 
thing as a safe chemical,” he 
said, “only safe ways to use 
them.” 
Mrs. Bardwell said food ad­ 
ditives, such as salt, spices, 
vitamins or more unfamiliar 
chemicals, are used to im­ 


prove the nutritional punch of 
food, make it taste and look 
better and give it color. 


Other 
uses 
include 
im­ 
proved appearance and con­ 
sistency, and control of acid­ 
ity or alkalinity. 


“The very few instances of 
harm are far outweighed by 
the many beneficial effects,” 
she said.

in the Troy Female Semina­ 
ry, Troy, N.Y. 
This was one of the first 
steps in the then-revolutiona­ 
ry concent of classroom inst­ 
ruction in one of mankind's 
most basic activities — ma­ 
nagement of a home. 
The first formal instruction 
in home economics at the col­ 
lege level was given at Iowa 
State University in 1872. 
There are now more than 
4G0 institutions granting de­ 
grees in home economics. 
As a profession home eco­ 
nomics has about 27,000 prac­ 
titioners in the United States, 
most of whom are engaged in 
teaching, particularly at the 
high school level.

IRS To Bring 


'Short' Tax 


Forms Back 


WASHINGTON (U P I)—The 


Internal Revenue Service, af­ 


ter four years of fielding the 
complaints of citizens about 


increasingly complex tax re­ 
turns. will revive the “ short” 


personal income tax form. 


About 40 per cent of ail tax­ 
payers will be able to fill out 
their 1972 tax returns—due 
April 15—on a five-inch form 
that consists of only 16 lines, 
Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz said Thursday. 
Known 
as 
“ Short 
Form 
1040a.” the form resembles 
the computer card that tax­ 
payers last used in 1968. 
Taxpayers will be able to 
use the short form regardless 
of the size of their income, so 
long as they have no more 
than $2,000 in dividend and in­ 
terest income.
